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GENERAL  BEAUMONT  B.  BUCK 


In  1893  the  now  famous  soldier,  General  Beaumont  B.  Buck,  was  detailed 
by  the  United  States  Government  as  professor  of  military  science  in  Baylor 
University.  Before  his  arrival,  considerable  interest  had  developed  among  the 
young  men  of  the  institution,  and  the  coming  of  Lieutenant  Buck  was  hailed 
with  genuine  enthusiasm. 

On  the  American  frontier.  Lieutenant  Buck  had  already  had  a  few  j'ears' 
experience  in  handling  men  in  actual  military  service,  which  enabled  him  to 
place  Baylor's  military  department  on  a  sound  working  basis.  Lieutenant 
Buck  was  then,  as  now,  an  ideal  officer. 

After  nearly  two  years'  service  in  Baylor,  he  resigned  to  rejoin  the  regular 
army.  He  served  in  the  Cuban  campaign,  in  the  Philippines,  and  was  with 
the  first  division  of  American  troops  to  go  to  France  in  1917.  He  was  Com- 
mander of  the  Third  Division  in  the  Argonne-Meuse  defensive.  For  his  signal 
bravery  he  was  decorated  with  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
French  Legion  of  Honor.  On  every  field  he  has  shown  himself  a  hero,  and  he 
belongs  to  that  gallant  band  of  distinguished  soldiers  who  have  brought  lustre 
to  American  arms. 
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CAPTAIN   J.   S.   HOWE 

On  October  the  1st,  Baylor  University  instituted  the  Students'  Army  and 
Naval  Training  Corps,  with  an  enrollment  of  practically  300  boys.  Capt. 
J.  S.  Howe  was  officially  announced  as  the  Commander  of  the  Baylor  unit, 
with  Lt.  Albert  A.  Fleckner  second  in  command.  He  was  further  assisted  l)y 
an  able  corps  of  Lieutenants. 

Capt.  Howe  is  a  Harvard  man  and  had  two  consecutive  summers' training 
in  the  Plattsburg  camp,  conducted  under  Maj.  Gen.  Leonard  Wood.  He  re- 
ceived his  commission  as  Captain  at  Fort  Sill,  Oglethorpe,  Ga.  He  was  well 
trained  in  automatic  arms,  having  had  a  course  of  that  nature  at  Ft.  Sill, 
Okla.  Prior  to  his  coming  to  Baylor,  Capt.  Howe  was  commandant  at  the 
A.  &  M.  College  of  South  Carolina. 

While  in  Baylor  he  impressed  everyone  as  a  gentleman  of  culture.  His 
clean  spirit,  quiet  and  genteel  manner,  with  his  desire  to  co-operate  made  him 
well  liked  in  Baylor  circles. 

Shortly  after  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  Baylor  discontinued  the  Stu- 
dents' Army  and  Navy  Training  Corps.

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The  1918  Season 

FOOTBALL  in  the  southwest  was  a  disai^pointment  from  ahnost  everv 
angle.  Very  little  time  was  left  for  athletic  activities  after  the  in- 
auguration of  the  Students'  Army  Training  Corps.  Baylor  was  less 
fortunate  than  others  of  the  conference  in  the  return  of  her  football  men 
of  e.xperience.  All  of  the  letter  men  and  almost  all  of  the  reserve  entered  the 
regular  branches  of  the  service  before  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  idea  was  worked  out,  and 
this  left  the  coaches  little  more  than  Freshmen  and  inexperienced  men  on  which 
to  build  a  machine. 

The  schedule  was  disappointing  in  that  all  the  games  during  October  had 
to  be  cancelled  by  order  of  the  War  Department.  This  left  only  the  games 
with  A.  &  M.,  Southwestern,  S.  M.  LI.  and  T.  C.  \J.  to  be  played.  The  coaches 
were  not  able  to  develop  the  material  at  hand  by  playing  lighter  teams  during 
the  early  season  and  had  to  send  the  boys  against  the  major  teams  of  the  state 
without  any  college  experience.  As  a  result  all  the  games  were  lost.  It  may 
be  said,  however,  that  the  coaches  did  develop  at  the  end  of  the  season  a  team 
that  fought  as  hard  against  odds  as  any  team  that  has  represented  Baylor  in 
many  years. 

Not  a  man  on  the  squad  showed  the  least  bit  of  YELLOW  and  Baylor 
can  always  point  with  pride  to  the  SCRi'^PPY  little  bunch  of  1918.  They  did 
not  win  the  scores,  but  they  did  their  part  in  making  gridiron  history  for  Baylor. 
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"Captain"  Ross  Sams  led  his  team  like  a  veteran.  Persistent  training 
has  made  him  capable  for  any  position,  especially  center.  He  is  one  of  the 
best  examples  of  nerve,  grit,  weight,  coupled  with  manly  sportsmanship,  that 
Carroll  Field  has  seen  for  many  days.  Sams  was  conscientious  and  in  the 
games,  whether  on  the  offensive  or  defensive,  he  generaled  his  team  with  ex- 
cellence. Even  if  there  had  been  a  number  of  veteran  Bears  to  return  this 
season,   Ross  would  have  been  sure  of  his  letter. 

Mann  was  not  afraid  of  any  foe  on  the  field  of  play.  Unfortunately  his 
collar  bone  was  fractured  early  in  the  season,  but  in  spite  of  this  injury,  he  was 
one  of  the  best  men  on  the  squad.  On  the  defensive  he  could  be  depended 
upon  in  any  emergency  to  get  the  man  with  the  ball. 
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White,  the  husky  scrub  center  of  last  year,  played  a  strong  game  at  guard 
and  center  this  season.  His  work  was  always  telling,  and  more  than  once 
he  stopped  the  advance  of  the  speedy  backs  who  pounded  against  his  side  of 
the  line.  At  center  he  made  good,  passing  the  ball  with  accuracy  and  defending 
in  great  style.     He  will  return  next   year. 

Sanderford  came  to  Baylor  with  aspirations  in  baseball,  but  with  proper 
inducements  and  encouragements  he  made  himself  one  of  the  most  valuable 
men  on  the  eleven.  On  the  line  he  made  an  impregnable  wall  and  never  failed 
to  be  on  the  job  in  every  play.     Sandy  will  prove  a  good  man  in  seasons  to  come. 

Yates  hails  from  Burleson  College  where  he  was  captain  in  1917.  With 
iron  nerve  and  an  encouraging  disposition,  he  played  the  game  at  end  as  a 
veteran.  An  appointment  to  the  C.  I.  O.  T.  S.  in  the  middle  of  the  season 
netted  the  Bear  aggregation  a  severe  loss.  Every  minute  of  the  game  found 
him  always  on  the  alert  with  cool   performing. 
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Hamilton  comes  from  McGregor,  the  home  of  the  Roaches,  and  no  more 
could  be  expected  than  he  maintain  the  reputation  established  by  these  veterans. 
Although  of  small  stature.  Red  showed  his  metal  in  the  T.  C.  U.  game  with  his 
mighty  tackling  and  accurate  toe. 

Managan  was  perhaps  the  most  consistent  player  on  the  entire  squad. 
Never  loafing,  never  seeking  to  star,  he  not  infrequently  placed  himself  in  the 
limelight  by  his  ferocious  tackling  and  merciless  aggressiveness.  Speed  and 
grit  were  his  chief  assets,  continually  being  shown  hy  his  overtaking  and  downing 
runners    from    behind. 

Wier  will  be  remembered  as  a  fast  lineman,  repeatedly  breaking  through 
and  making  his  tackle  behind  the  line.  A  mighty  and  aggressive  man  on  the 
offense  and  a  tower  of  strength  on  the  defense,  his  absence  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  season,  on  account  of  illness,  was  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  the 
entire  team.     It  is  a  joy  that  he  will  return. 

Though  a  little  light,  Webber  played  his  position  at  end  in  a  phenomenal 
manner.  His  getting  down  under  punts  and  his  accurate  tackling  have  won 
for  him  deserved  admiration  of  gridiron  supporters.  In  every  game,  especially 
against  Southwestern,  he  showed  ability  in  completing  forward  passes  and  netting 
valuable  gains  in  adverse  circumstances. 

Courageous,  confidential  and  consistent,  Stephenson  leaped  into  any 
breach  in  the  backfield  and  filled  it  in  a  manner  above  criticism.  His  work 
was  steady  and  dependable,  and  when  ground  needed  to  be  covered,  Steve 
was  called  for  to  plunge  the  line.     His  tackling  was  a  dread  to  all  foes. 

Hatter  made  up  for  a  handicap  in  light  weight  and  lack  of  experience  with 
persistent  trying  and  an  ever  open  ear  for  instruction.  He  met  his  opponents 
with  all  his  force.  No  matter  how  hard  he  fell,  "Dirty"  always  got  up  grinning. 
Few  opponents  met  him  without  serious  regret. 

Though  Jackson  did  not  secure  his  letter  this  year,  he  was  one  of  the  most 
faithful  utility  men  on  the  squad.  Suffering  throughout  the  latter  part  of  the 
season  from  an  injury  in  the  S.  M.  U.  game,  he  was  unable  to  participate  in 
the  rest  of  the  games. 

With  little  or  no  former  experience  in  football.  Moody,  with  an  unlimited 
amount  of  pep  and  energy,  moulded  himself  into  a  guard  of  the  first  class.  He 
went  into  a  game  to  win  at  any  cost.  The  heavy  end  of  the  score  against  T. 
C.  U.  was  due  to  his  speedy  recovery  of  a  lost  ball  for  touchdown. 

Miller's  persistent  work  on  the  second  team  has  prepared  him  to  be  an  able 
pilot  for  the  Bears.  Although  a  peewee  in  size,  his  mettle  is  unsurpassed.  He 
was  afraid  of  no  one;  next  year  will  be  Shorty's  last  and  best  season. 

Porter  made  his  letter  in  his  second  year  in  Baylor.  Considerable  previous 
experience  was  a  valuable  asset  to  him.  All  through  the  season  he  played  a 
strong  game;  the  madder  he  got  the  harder  he  fought,  and  he  was  mad  most 
of  the  time.     Sam  still  has  two  years  in  which  to  cinch  his  record  on  the  gridiron. 

Hicks  show'ed  up  well  at  quarter.  All  through  the  season  he  proved  his 
ability  to  pilot  a  team.  In  the  game  on  Thanksgiving  Day  with  T.  C.  U.  he 
demonstrated  steady  headwork  and  coolness.  The  terrific  and  confidential 
onslaught  of  the  Frogs  was  checked  in  the  first  ten  minutes  of  play. 
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BAYLOR  opened  the  basket  ball  season  with  unusually  bright  prospects 
and  plenty  of  good  material.  The  first  game  of  the  season  was  played 
with  North  Texas  State  Normal  of  Denton,  and  the  final  score  of  21-20 
shows  without  further  explanation  how  exciting  the  game  was.  The 
University  of  Texas  came  to  Waco  next  on  January  23.  This  game  was  also 
a  very  close  one  and  thrilling  from  the  start,  but  again  the  Bears  lost  by  a 
narrow  margin.  Baylor  then  played  the  strong  team  from  Decatur  College  and 
was  clearly  defeated  to  the  tune  of  40  to  25.  By  this  time,  however,  the  Bears 
were  in  great  shape  and  when  S.  M.  U.  came  to  Waco  they  were  ready  for  them. 
This  game  was  the  closest  and  most  intensely  interesting  of  the  entire  season. 
It  took  two  extra  five-minute  periods  to  decide  the  game,  but  Baylor  finally 
won  by  the  score  of  30  to  28. 

The  Bears  began  their  season  away  from  home  by  playing  the  Rice  Owls 
two  games  at  Houston.  Owing  to  accidents  to  players  and  poor  refereeing, 
Rice  won  both  of  the  games.  From  Houston  the  squad  went  to  Bryan,  where 
two  bouts  were  had  with  the  A.  &  M.  Farmers.  A.  &  M.  was  victorious  in 
these  games.  The  following  week  the  Farmers  came  to  Waco  for  two  return 
games.  The  first  was  easily  won  by  the  visitors  but  Baylor  came  back  in  the 
second  and  showed  real  class  and  Baylor  pep,  defeating  them  by  the  score  of 
26  to  24.  The  Bears  played  the  Baylor  Medics  one  game  in  Dallas,  which  the 
Medics  won.  As  nearly  all  the  star  players  for  Baylor  were  on  the  sick  list  at 
this  time,  S.  M.  U.  had  no  trouble  in  defeating  them  on  the  following  day. 
This  game  closed  the  season  of  1919,  a  season  indeed  beset  with  hard  luck  from 
start  to  finish  for  the  Bears. 

Of  the  players,  Capt.  Lloyd  White  played  consistent  ball  all  season.  He 
even  improved  upon  his  stellar  work  of  last  year.  Sam  Porter,  captain-elect 
for  next  year,  played  a  steady  and  dependable  game  at  guard.  He  was  always 
in  the  game  and  no  opponent  looked  bad  to  him.  Ikard,  the  other  guard, 
could  always  be  depended  upon  to  do  his  part  and  looked  like  an  all  state  man. 
Owing  to  an  accident  in  the  A.  &  M.  game,  he  was  unable  to  play  the  latter 
part  of  the  season.  Robinson,  who  was  the  star  forward  of  last  season  and 
clearly  so  this  year,  won  the  praise  of  every  Bear  supporter.  Webber,  a  new 
man  from  Terrell  School,  proved  to  be  a  valuable  asset.  Thurmond,  another 
new  man  from  Decatur  College,  played  a  fine  game  all  season.  These  three 
forwards  proved  themselves  worthy  of  distinction  as  stars.  Chapman,  the 
Bears'  utility  man,  was  good  anywhere  he  played.  At  either  guard  or  forward 
he  seemed  to  be  the  man  for  the  place. 
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QUITE  a  large  number  of  players  responded  to  Coach  Mosley's  call  to 
practice  during  the  latter  part  of  February.  The  prospect  has  been 
promising  since  the  first  practice,  there  being  a  number  of  lettered 
men  back  from  the  army.  The  following  men  of  last  year's  team  have 
been  out  this  season:  Henry,  W.  L.  and  J.  R.  Jordan,  Lou  Hatter,  McDaniel 
and  Rickman.  "Bill"  Walker,  "Buck"  Dabney  and  "Lefty"  Duncan,  Baylor 
stars  of  days  before  the  war,  have  also  returned.  The  pitching  staff  is  un- 
usually strong  this  year.  "Lefty"  McDaniel,  Rickman  and  Stevenson  of 
last  year's  squad,  together  with  Dawson,  Duncan  and  Turner,  make  as  formid- 
able a  staff  of  pitchers  as  any  Baylor  team  in  years  has  had. 

The  initial  games  of  the  season  occurred  on  March  26  and  27  with  South- 
west Texas  Normal  on  Carroll  Field.  Baylor  easily  won  the  first  game  with 
Dawson  in  the  box,  but  the  Normalites  won  the  second  on  account  of  a  series 
of  errors  and  hard  luck.  The  Bears  next  played  Trinity  and  were  defeated. 
The  next  games  were  with  Burleson  College,  which  Baylor  overwhelmingly 
won. 

What  the  outcome  of  the  season  will  be  is  very  hard  to  prophesy,  but  the 
prospects  are  growing  brighter  every  day.  The  present  indications  are  that 
the  team  will  continue  to  improve  and  that  it  will  be  a  strong  contender  for  the 
championship.

Prospects  are  bright  for  a  close  contest  with  A.  &  M.,  Texas  U.  and  Rice.

colleges. 


Dallas  Country  Club 
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THE  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT  of  Baylor  University  has  at  last 
reached  terra-firma,  and  its  place  in  the  scientific  world  is  no  longer 
questioned.  The  past  one  has  been  a  most  critical  year  in  all  the  medical 
schools  over  the  country,  and  few  have  been  so  fortunate  as  Baylor  in  its  Uni- 
versity connection,  the  Government,  and  the  student  body.  The  Students' 
Army  Training  Corps  has  been  the  means  of  Convincing  the  faculty  that  the 
curriculum  of  the  school  can  be  met  within  the  hours  of  eight  and  four,  each  day. 
It  has  demonstrated  the  value  of  caring  for  the  physical  side  of  the  student 
through  athletic  interests,  a  thing  which  has  not  been  considered  heretofore 
to  be  of  any  importance.  And  while  it  is  not  contemplated  that  the  medical 
department  will  become,  in  any  sense,  a  rival  of  academic  colleges  on  the  athletic 
field,  from  now  on  every  means  will  be  adopted  to  further  the  physical  develop- 
ment of  the  student,  along  with  his  mental  training. 

Baylor  University  will  this  fall  be  responsible  for  four  departments  located 
in  Dallas — Medicine,  Dentistry,  Pharmacy  and  Nursing — and  we  will  have  over 
five  hundred  students  on  our  campus.  This  large  student  body  will  make  im- 
perative a  larger  auditorium  than  we  now  possess,  and  this  need  will  be  met 
with  in  a  new  eight-story  building,  which  will  be  erected  adjoining  the  medical 
college  and  connected  with  it  in  an  appropriate  manner. 

In  this  way,  all  the  students  from  the  various  departments  will  be  brought 
together  two  or  three  times  a  week  for  an  eighteen  or  twenty  minute  period 
when  men  of  note  will  make  short  addresses,  or  appropriate  chapel  exercises 
will  be  held.  The  environment  of  the  school  will  be  such  that  a  man,  tri-part 
being  that  he  is,  will  have  his  body,  mind,  and  soul  nurtured  in  every  possible 
way  to  make  him  a  strong  and  useful  citizen. 

Co-education  has  proven  a  most  satisfactory  plan  and  is  to  be  encouraged. 
The  hospital  internships  at  our  disposal  will  care  for  the  growing  student  body, 
and  when  throughout  the  country,  the  fifth  year,  that  of  internship,  shall  be  a 
requirement  for  graduation,  Baylor  will  be  ready  to  meet  such  requirement 
without  embarrassment.  The  method  now  employed  in  assigning  all  clinical 
cases  to  advanced  students  for  careful  study  has  proven  most  advantageous 
and  has  broadened  the  clinical  opportunities  of  our  students.  The  development 
in  teaching  throughout  the  college  in  all  its  various  departments  has  been  very 
noticeable  during  the  past  year;  the  enthusiasm  of  the  teachers  has  grown  with 
the  size  of  the  classes.  It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  hear  expressions  of  ap- 
preciation on  the  part  of  many  students  from  various  colleges  where  they  had 
studied  medicine. 

We  can  now  say,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  we  ofTer  an  evenly 
balanced  course,  quite  the  equal  of  any  medical  college  known  to  us.  Medicine, 
as  taught  in  America  today,  is  considered  on  a  par  with  medicine  as  taught  in 
any  country  in  the  world,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  from  now  on,  our  classes 
will  have  in  them  numerous  students,  not  only  from  other  states,  but  from 
foreign  countries  as  well.  The  friends  of  Baylor  need  not  fear  the  lowering  of 
standards  so  zealously  held,  but  can  await  the  yearly  progress  to  be  made,  with 
every  confidence  in  the  future,  as  they  have  watched  the  accomplishments  of 
the  past.

Berlin,  Oct.  10,  WIS. — In  response  to  a  lineal  instinct  handed  down  as  an 
heritage  from  his  Hohenzollern  progenitors,  Wilhelm  II  ordered  his  invincible, 
imperial  armies  to  cease  hostilities  during  the  week-end,  and  invited  a  large, 
but  close  circle  of  intimate  friends,  to  enjoy  an  unique  and  elaborate  social  func- 
tion and  festival  with  him  and  his  imperial  household.  Among  those  especially 
invited  and  conspicuously  present  were  President  Wilson,  Premier  Clemenceau 
and  Henry  Lloyd  George.  The  celebrities,  aside  from  the  formal  features  of 
the  evening,  informally  talked  over  old  times  together.  After  this  came  a 
confidential  discussion  of  the  present  martial  situation;  the  Kaiser  expressing 
deepest  regrets  that  such  a  world  catastrophe  had  been  thrust  upon  the  Allies 
by  his  incorrigible  war  horses,  adding  that  his  one  aim  in  life  was  to  "make  the 
world  safe  for  democracy."  The  representatives  of  the  three  allied  powers 
expressed  their  confidence  in  the  Kaiser's  sincerity,  and  promised  to  do  all  in 
their  powers  to  right  the  wrong  which  they  and  their  allies  had  inflicted  upon 
Germany.

Statement  contained  in  report  issued  by  registrar. 
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Banting  Jlabe  Compul£iorp  Jfor  paptist 

The  rc\oIutionizing  effects  of  modernism  were  quite  evident  this  morning, 
when  Miss  Helen  T.  HoUiday,  superintendent  of  nurses  at  the  Texas  Baptist 
Memorial  Sanitarium,  arose  in  chapel  and  announced  that  henceforth  dancing 
would  be  compulsory  for  the  nurses.  She  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Time  was  working  a  change  over  all  things;  and  that  the  modern  social  status 
required  the  added  grace  which  dancing,  alone,  could  bring.  Of  course  there 
were  numerous  vehement  protests  offered  by  the  nurses,  but  they  were  finally 
overcome  by  Miss  Holliday's  argument,  which  was  unanswerable.  In  part 
she  said : 

"This  change  in  the  regulations  of  the  institution  may  seem  radical  at  first; 
but  this  is  an  age  of  radicalism;  and  we,  of  all  people,  must  keep  abreast  with 
the  age.  We  are  here,  and  by  our  own  consent,  isolated  from  the  society  of  the 
merry,  sparkling  world,  and  in  great  danger  of  foscillizing  into  molli-colled  old 
maids,  who,  Prescilla  like,  will  eek  out  a  morbid  existence,  without  any  of  the 
joys  and  thrills  which  rightfully  should  be  ours,  and  which  may  be  ours  for  the 
asking,  in  this  gloriously  buoyant  age  in  which  we  live.  I  say,  that  she  who 
fails  to  live  in  the  age  in  which  she  exists,  is  missing  a  life." 

For  a  few  moments  the  speaker  was  most  exhausted,  and  quiet  reigned 
over  the  audience,  then  the  argument  was  continued. 

"Again  this  step  seems  necessary,"  resumed  Miss  Holliday,  "if  for  no  other 
reason  than  to  bring  the  nurses  and  medical  students  together.  Thus  far,  all 
of  our  efforts  to  this  end  have  been  futile."

LaTravelere, 
who  will  live  in  our  midst,  and  give  us  the  benefit  of  their  full,  valuable  time, 
and  personal  touch.  Hours  for  class  work  and  regular  duty  will  be  cut  down 
to  the  minimum,  and  every  effort  will  be  put  forth  to  make  the  project  a  success. 
The  medical  students  will  take  lessons  with  the  nurses;  and  each  Tuesday, 
Friday  and  Sunday  evenings  the  roof  garden  of  the  Nurses'  Home  will  be  open 
to  the  two  student  bodies  for  practice."

We  affectionately  contribute  this  page  of  the  .Annual  as  a 
little  tribute  to  his  memory. 
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We,  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1919,  Baylor  Dental  College,  approaching 
the  coveted  goal  of  D.  D.  S.,  have  every  reason  and  right  to  look  back  upon  our 
previous  years  with  a  sense  of  pride  that  justly  belongs  to  men  who  have  "Some- 
thing attempted,"  "Something  done." 

Entering  as  students  of  the  State  Dental  College,  we  formed  the  largest 
class  ever  known  in  that  institution.  The  standard  for  efficiency  of  previous 
years  was  raised  to  a  degree  that  at  the  time  of  entering  seemed  appalling,  but 
with  the  help  of  a  conscientious,  able  faculty,  and  the  spirit  to  do,  we  gradually 
and  painfully  surmounted  apparently  insurmountable  obstacles,  to  finally  enter 
this  our  Senior  Year.  Never  was  a  Senior  Year  begun  under  more  auspicious 
circumstances  and  was  accompanied  by  epoch-making  events,  chief  of  which 
was  the  absorbing  of  the  State  Dental  College  by  the  Baylor  University,  an 
event  of  the  utmost  importance  to  us,  the  full  significance  of  which  will  not  be 
realized  until  after  years.  The  exigencies  of  the  great  War  determined  the 
United  States  Government's  action  in  taking  control  of  all  the  great  Universities, 
automatically  placing  the  Dental  Department  in  the  deserving  rank  of  Class  A, 
enlisting  its  students  in  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  and  still  further  raising  the  standard 
of  requirements,  which,  while  taxing  our  mental  and  physical  capacities  almost 
to  the  breaking  point,  have  been  thoroughly  appreciated  by  us  because  we 
know  that  it  means  better  and  more  capable  men,  developing  our  abilities  in  the 
Clinic  to  that  state  of  efficiency,  which  will  permit  us  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder 
with  the  graduates  of  all  the  Universities  of  America,  knowing  that  we  shall 
have  no  reason  to  apologize  for  Baylor  University. 

During  the  summer  vacation,  a  number  of  the  men  were  drafted,  leaving 
the  original  class  depleted.  However,  we  were  augmented  by  men  from  the 
Texas  Dental  College,  making  a  grand  total  of  fifty-six  men,  every  man  being 
of  good  moral  standing  and  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  know,  sound  in  mind  (?) 
and  thoroughly  impregnated  with  the  spirit  of  loyalty  to  Baylor,  which  will 
increase  as  the  years  pass,  by  virtue  of  the  belief  that  the  future  for  us  has  already 
been  determined  by  the  able  and  competent  training  of  the  Faculty,  by  the  ex- 
ceptional facilities  to  acquire  the  skill  and  knowledge  indispensable  to  successful 
men,  and  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  the  glorious  traditions  of  this,  our  Baylor 
University.

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  usual  editorials  are  eulogies,  calculated  to  tickle 
the  ears  of  the  mighty,  writing  an  editorial  this  year  with  any  degree  of  equa- 
nimity will  involve  a  vivid  imagination.

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ON  THE  evening  of  October  1st,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1918,  in  the 
presence  of  100  nurses  from  the  Baptist  Sanitarium,  125  medical  stu- 
dents, 150  dental  students,  members  of  the  faculties,  and  friends  of  the 
nvo  departments,  the  dedication  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  and  the  formal  opening  of  the 
Baylor  Dental  College  occurred,  recording  two  of  the  most  imic|ue  and  interest- 
ing events  in  the  annals  of  Baylor  University. 

The  1918  inauguration  will  be  remembered  for  a  long  time  as  a  particularly 
impressive  ceremony,  occurring  as  it  did,  at  the  height  of  the  great  war,  when 
all  men's  minds  and  thoughts  were  turned  toward  Europe,  every  man  knowing 
intuitively  that  the  time  had  arrived  when  he  must  be  prepared,  if  necessary, 
to  make  the  supreme  sacrifice  to  preserve  the  freedom  of  the  world  from  an  all- 
devastating  German  autocracy,  every  man  cognizant  of  the  fact,  that  at  that 
moment  there  were  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dead  and  dying  on  the  bloody 
battlefields  of  France,  Belgium,  Italy,  Servia,  Africa  and  Mesopotamia,  dying 
for  a  cause  that  was  so  vital  to  insure  to  us  that  freedom  of  thought  and  action 
that  makes  for  world  righteousness,  the  embodiment  of  which  America  has  stood 
and  fought  for  since  1776,  and  was  ready  to  fight  and  die  for  now. 

As  the  large  auditorium  filled,  the  atmosphere  became  charged  with  the 
indefinable  something,  that  for  want  of  a  better  name  we  call  Magnetism,  that 
intangible  something  born  of  men  in  times  of  stress  and  anxiety,  that  has  from 
time  immemorial  provoked  men  to  deeds  of  heroism.  Everyone  expectant,  not 
knowing  what  to  expect,  conscious  only  that  serious  things  portended  that  would 
affect  our  destinies. 

The  speaker  of  the  evening.  Dr.  S.  P.  Brooks,  President  of  Baylor  University, 
was  introduced  by  the  chairman.  Dr.  E.  H.  Cary,  Dean  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment. Those  present  will  not  soon  forget  the  forceful  and  impassioned  speech, 
in  which  he  explained,  in  no  uncertain  terms,  the  things  that  were  expected 
of  us  as  students,  losing  no  time  in  telling  us  that  at  last  we  were  to  become 
active  participants  in  the  stupendous  fight  that  should  make  Democracy  safe, 
that  the  new  branch  of  service,  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  was  indeed  a  potent,  vital  force, 
having  for  its  object  the  training  of  men  in  that  direction  in  which  they  could 
be  of  most  service  to  the  government,  and  that  the  students  of  Baylor  Uni- 
versity, in  common  with  all  other  universities  of  America,  were  to  be  enrolled 
in  this  arm  of  service. 

Dr.  Brooks  emphasized  in  definite  terms  just  where  all  red-blooded  Ameri- 
cans must  stand,  saying  in  part:  "We  have  no  longer  a  provincial  nation; 
that  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  The  S.  A.  T.  C.  will  do  more  to  eliminate  Provin- 
cialism than  any  other  one  factor."  He  charged  us  with  our  responsibility  to 
all  mankind  at  this  urgent  time  when  capable  men  are  needed  as  they  were 
never  needed  before,  at  a  time  when  inefficiency  meant  death  to  our  fellowmen. 
Reminding  us  that  our  professions  demanded  the  best  brains  of  America,  that  less 
than  the  best  would  be  fatal,  reminding  us  of  the  glorious  traditions  of  Baylor 
Universit\',  that  alreadv  there  were  manv  of  Bavlor's  sons  on  the  battlefields. 
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having  won  places  of  honor,  upholding  these  traditions  and  bringing  honor  to 
Baylor,  that  nothing  short  of  this  would  be  expected  of  us. 

Captain  Howe,  commandant  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  unit  at  Waco,  in  a  few  short 
remarks  decidedly  to  the  point,  explained  to  us  what  was  expected  of  soldiers. 
He  brought  to  the  new  soldiers  four  messages,  the  first  from  President  Wilson, 
the  second  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  third  from  General  March,  Chief  of 
Staff,  and  the  fourth  he  read  as  the  orders  of  the  day.  He  explained  to  us  how 
it  was  possible  for  the  dedication  of  all  S.  A.  T.  C.  units  to  take  place  simul- 
taneously through  the  United  States,  viz.:  Twelve  M.  eastern  time;  eleven 
A.  M.  central  time,  Ten  A.  M.  mountain  time,  and  Nine  A.  M.  Pacific  time. 

Perhaps  the  most  impressing  procedure  of  the  evening  was  the  taking  of 
the  military  pledge,  all  standing,  the  idea  slowly  percolating  through  our  minds 
that  we  were  indeed  an  embryo  military  organization.  He  concluded  by  reading 
the  General  Orders. 

Lieutenant  Burger,  Commandant  of  the  Dallas  Post,  was  ne.xt  introduced 
and  promptly  impressed  upon  us  that  he  was  a  thoroughbred  military  man,  for, 
he  said,  "I  have  nothing  to  say  here;  I  will  do  all  my  talking  on  the  drill  grounds." 

This  concluded  the  military  aspect  of  the  dedication,  and  in  the  few  remaining 
minutes  of  the  evening,  Dr.  J.  S.  Wright,  Dean  of  the  dental  department,  spoke 
very  highly  of  the  possibilities  of  the  dental  department,  and  congratulated 
the  dental  students  on  the  privilege  of  being  associated  as  an  integral  part  of 
Baylor  University.  Dr.  Cary  and  others  spoke  of  the  great  possibilities  of  the 
two  departments  in  the  year  that  was  before  them. 

The  ceremonies  were  brought  to  a  close  by  a  most  suited  benediction, 
leaving  in  our  minds  that  the  coming  year  was  fraught  with  possibilities,  un- 
paralleled in  the  history  of  Baylor  University.

STUDENTS'   ARMY  TRAINING  CORPS 
Medical  and  Dental  Unit,  Baylor  University,  Dallas,  Texa^ 
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WHEN  the  medical  and  dental  unit  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  was  completing 
its  organization,  there  were  discovered  in  the  organization  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  musicians  who  had  played  with  bands  in  various  parts 
of  the  Ignited  States.  There  was  one  among  this  number  who  had 
formerly  directed  several  bands  throughout  the  state  and  his  reputation  as  a 
successful  leader  was  known  to  many  of  the  men  of  the  unit.  Harvey  H.  Latson 
was  that  man,  and  as  we  review  the  work  of  the  band  the  student  bodies  con- 
gratulate him  on  the  rapidity  of  the  organization  and  upon  the  advancement 
made  after  the  organization.  One  of  the  biggest  factors  in  the  success  of  any 
military  organization  is  its  band,  and  we  count  the  Baylor  Medical  and  Dental 
Band  as  a  strong  factor  that  dominated  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  unit  of  Baylor  Dallas.

The  plan  was  successful,  and  in  a  short  time, 
thanks  to  the  contributors,  Baylor  unit  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  had  a  band.  Practice 
every  day  soon  brought  forth  some  "pep"  in  the  men  and  in  a  short  time  they 
were  ready  for  the  trip  to  Waco.  No  other  factor  heretofore  has  aroused  so 
much  interest  in  the  medical  and  dental  departments  of  Baylor  University. 

The  instruments  belong  to  the  student  bodies,  and  we  shall  look  forward 
to  future  successes  as  we  have  looked  upon  the  successes  of  the  past — a  greater 
Medical  and  Dental  Band.

at  Baylor,  there  were  rumors  of  a  basket  ball  team,    a  thing    unheard  of 
in  medical  and  dental  schools  of  the  United    States.     That    same    rumor 
has  materialized,  and,  as  we  review  the  season,  we    are    proud    of    the    men 
who  wore  the  "Green    and    Gold"    and    placed    Baylor    Medical    and    Dental 
Basket  Ball  Team  among  the  best  of  Texas. 

In  former  years  it  seemed  impossible  for  medical  and  dental  students  to 
engage  in  athletics,  but  athletics  have  come  to  stay,  and  we  are  looking  forward 
to  a  successful  baseball  season. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  with  the  local  Y.  M.  C.  A.  team,  a  quintet 
that  is  known  over  the  entire  state.  Our  team  met  defeat,  but  this  practice 
game  showed  the  men  that  they  had  nothing  to  fear  for  the  future  playing. 
It  was  an  impetus  that  marked  later  successes. 

The  first  scheduled  game  was  played  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  T.  C.  U.  being 
the  opposing  team.  The  story  that  was  carried  back  to  Fort  Worth  by  the 
panther  aggregation  was  an  eye-opener  to  T.  C.  U.  students.  Baylor  won  the 
game  by  fast  team  work  and  when  the  last  whistle  blew  the  score  books  showed 
28  to  21.  C.  D.  Moore  and  Stanley  played  like  veterans,  and  the  work  of 
Baker  and  Fobb  was  as  fast  as  has  ever  been  seen  on  the  local  floor.  P.  L. 
Moore  outplayed  the  T.  C  U.  center  at  every  turn  of  the  game  and  added 
several  points  to  the  score. 

Cox  secured  two  games  with  Simmons  College,  and  on  February  5,  after 
a  long  trip  and  no  rest,  Baylor  went  on  the  floor.  The  first  game  was  won  by 
Simmons,  35  to  11,  but  the  score  tells  us  nothing  as  to  how  our  men  fought. 
We  were  proud  of  the  showing  the  men  made  after  the  long  trip  and  against 
the  fast  Simmons  five.  The  second  game  told  another  story.  The  Baylor  men 
came  back  and  held  the  game  in  their  favor  until  the  last  minute  of  play,  when 
a  Simmons  man  shot  a  goal,  giving  them  a  score  of  27  to  our  26  points.  The 
men  would  like  to  meet  Simmons  again  on  our  local  floor. 

After  another  long  trip  back  from  Abilene  the  team  met  T.  C.  U.  again 
on  their  floor.  The  men  were  tired  and  the  game  went  against  them,  T.  C.  U. 
winning  with  a  score  of  54  to  30.  Ask  a  T.  C.  U.  man  what  he  thinks  of  Bay- 
lor's basket  ball  team. 

Saturday,  February  8,  Baylor  met  Austin  College  on  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  floor 
and  beat  them  by  a  score  of  35  to  24.  The  men  played  a  great  game  all  around 
the  Austin  men,  and  considering  the  hard  w-eek  through  which  they  had  passed, 
we  are  justly  proud  of  their  victory. 

Friday,  February  14,  Baylor  of  Dallas  outclassed  Baylor  of  Waco  in  a  fast 
and  brilliant  game  on  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  floor.  The  score,  24  to  16,  tells  the 
story.  Our  men  won  with  ease  and  rejoiced  over  the  defeat  of  the  "Mother" 
institution.
